This "redefcctlon drive." as It's called, was 
pointed up in the U. s. by a small newspaper 
Bd run In 30 American clttca by the Czecho- 
slovak embassy In Washington. 
. The ad called to the attention of former 
Czech citizens now in the il. B. a proclamation 
by the Czech government on May 6. It offered 
pardon5 to all who had left their home coun- 
tries without permission if thoy would return 
In alx months. 

Karcl Bnia, second secretary of the Czech 
embassy In Washington, says he docs not 
-know-and-could-nQt.commBnt.Dh.thc_number 
of Inquiries received as a result of this an- 
nouncement. But ho said he knew of five 
Czechs who were returning home before Aug. 
1. and a number of other* who would return 
"In November.; 

One of the dlfflciiltjcs now Is in getting 
reservations on planes or ships at the height 
of the tourist season. 

The ledefectlng returnees mu.it pay their 
own cxpcnse.'i in ' mosf cases. But in some 
instances the Czech government wlU make a" 
loan which must bo. repaid by the redofcclor 
or lamlly. 

The Todcfectlon movement is being strongly 
opposed by antl - communist nationality 
groups in the United States. Hungarian, Po- 
lish and Czech groups are particularly active 
In this work. The Czech embassy spokesman 
admits this is the grjatest obstacle. 

More t han 500 ,000 re fugees from Irjon Cur- 
ialn countrlcsTiavo biTen resettled In the' 
United States and Canada since the end of 
the war. These ara -the people on-whom. tho- 
rcdcfcctlon campaign Is.now concentrated. 

The obvious Intent of the rcdcfccllon drive 
is to discredit the United States, western 
II — European - and-Latln- Amerlcoa-countrles-as 
:havcns lor freedom lor defectors,. ThH_cani:: 
palgn Is also Intended to discourage other dis' 
-satisfied citizens- ol- the-communlst countries 
Jrom defecting. 

CHECK'S A WORK OF ART 

About four weelcs and several hours ago a 
publisher brought forth a now book by a pro- 
vocative doctor of philosophy named WUllam 
J. Rollly, who had previously written about 
living tho'lllo 'of the same name In another 
hook called "How to Avoid Work." ' 

Actually, Dr. Rcllly didn't mean you should 
stop working altogether; ho meant you should 
find a Job you could enjoy, and then It 
wouldn't seem like work. But titles being what 
they are, ho has thought belter of it this time 
' and set forth a new philosophy: "How to 
Make Your Living In Four Hours n Day — 
Without Feeling Guilty About It." 

Since nobody shackled to an eight-hour day 
could resist such a title, we have been brows- 
ing (somewhat wistfully) in this now treatise. 
It turns out that the four-hour life of Dr. 
Hcllly Js mostly for those who make their 
living by being creative. 

"To most Americans." he says,'" 'making a 
living* means working at a Job that keeps 
them occupied from 35 to 40 hours a week In 
return for a wage or a salary thoy can live on 
. . . Consequently, most Americans ar.e not 
nearly as creative as they could bo. They Just 
go through the motions of the Job . . . They 
waste a largo share of their lime daydream- 
ing, watching the clock, wishing that days 
were done (and) never really develop the 
creative talents they..havo. And tho loss to 
society Is enormous." 

Crcatlvencss. Dr. Rellly InsL^t,',. i.-; what runs 
the world, and a crcatlvo mind bogged down 
In eight-hour routine docsn.'t create. It could 
mean our survival, he snys, for "the more 
rreatlvo people we have in the free world tho 
mora productive wo will be and the tougher 
-we-wUHje-to-beat:" — 

Wo are not throwing Dn Rcllly's book out 
the window. But one of the tougher things for 
most of us to beat, whether we're creative or 
not. Is the Idea that the working day Is from 
nine to five. It may not bo creative, but It 
produces the old pay check.
